Survey Shows lowa Farmers Have Decided 
Five Per Cent Fewer Sows Than in Spring 


OWA farmers have been studying hog 
prospects since last December. In 
December, they announced their in- 


tention of keeping 18,000 more sows for 
spring farrowing in 1940 than they had 
kept in 1939.

In order to get a price of $8 per hundred 
for hegs on lowa farms, we need only a 
national spring pig crop of 40,000,000 
head. That was the price and the size of 
the 1937 pig erop. But the December sur 
very indicated a crop ef around 94,000,000 
head.

But even if this is true, it may be 
bketter to stay with the program than 
to leave it. One can earn 15 cents 
per bushel of yield listed for his al- 
lotted corn acreage. And there are 
certain other soil conserving pay- 
ments. 

It is worthy of note that big live- 
stock feeders in many parts of Iowa 
are the least excited about the acre- 
age cui. They, too, be obliged 
to buy more corn on the outside, but 
they have often done this before. 
Second, they have the livestock to 
utilize any extra roughage or pasture

As for the soil conserving re- 
quirements, it is still fairly easy 
to comply this year, despite the 
fact that the soil building credit 
allowance for some legumes has 
been halved since a year ago. 


The average farmer can meet these 


requirements entirely by seeding leg- 


ums, and it is not likely that this will 
involve any more than his usual 
small grain acreage. There also are 


a good many other practices that will 

soil building credits. 
Fortunately, most of the grasses 

and legumes are fairly reasonable in

Some producers ars 
shifting away from oats’ toward 
beans. It should be kept in mind 
however, that beans, even tho a leg 
ume, count as soil depleting when 
harvested as grain. Oats, on the oth 
er hand, are considered non-deplet- 
ing if serving as a nurse crop for 
legumes or perennial grasses and cut 
green for hay, either with a mower 
or binder. 

Some farmers object to allotment 
changes from year to year becausé 
they make for split fields and tem- 
porary fencing problems. This diffi- 
culty probably exists on every farm, 
even on those whose operators are 
very enthusiastic about the AAA 
program.

Mike Hummell, of Jasper County, lowa, Has 


irly 
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Lived on the Same Farm Seventy-Six Years 


By OLIVER O. GORDON 


ARELY over three-quarters of a 

century ago, Michael Hummel’s 
parents halted their two-wagon train 
on the prairie of Jasper county, Iowa. 
The elder Hummel got down, felt of 
the soil, and said: “This is it!” 

Little Mike, six years old, pulled 
his wagon alongside the first, halted, 
and, from what he knew was des- 
tined to be his new home, looked 
over the expanse of prairie. 

“There wasn’t a fence in sight; 
just rolling grass. Not a road that 
could be called a road. And, outside 
of a few natural groves, there wasn’t 
a tree for a bird to light in.” The 
trek from Indiana had ended. 

“Mike” recalled it Sunday, seventy- 
six years later, on the same farm his 
parents settled on there that June 
day in ’63. He’s no lad now; the 
prairie has given him his life, and 
in turn he has given it most of his. 


Lives in Memories 


His body has slowed, and the cor- 


hers of his white mustache turn 
downward. He lives in the memories 
which only the years can create. 
They were adventuresome, toilsome, 
happy, heart-breaking years. 


He recalls how his father took 
$2,000, their all, and started to 
Des Moines to buy more land, 
and was never heard of again. 


The Civil war was raging when the 


Hummel family arrived in Iowa. 
‘ bought 120 acres of land at $6 
pe cre, later adding 80 acres, much 
of unbroken. They had to go by 
W back to Iowa City—then the 
end of the railroad line—for a bar- 
rel of serap iron and tools before 
t could start building.

Cultivating 
was slow, had to plow it from both 


sides. Oh, it gave a fair stand— 
raised right around ten bushels to 


the acre. 


“Wheat and oats gave a better 
stand the first crop. Better than 
corn. We'd get nearly as much 
out of the grain as we would 
now, thirty bushels, right off the 
prairie. But harvesting was so 
slow. We cut with a cradle and 
bound by hand, but used horse 
power to thresh with.” 


Eighty-two years of memories ap- 


peared to engulf him. “Things have 
changed now,” said Mary, his wife

stage driver, Pa?’

“Yes, you do. It froze. The pony 
kicked the walls out of the barn that 
night and got out.

We never had trouble with 
them, always gave them a sack of 
flour, or something, when they'd 
come to the door.

Their ponies would 
always be packed with kids or dogs, 
whatever they had. They always 
had dogs. Fattened ’em for eating.

Molasses for Paralysis 

Ewes stricken with paralysis at 
lambing time can be relieved with a 
daily feeding of four ounces of mo- 
lasses, that is, half a drinking 
full. This finding is reported by the 
Ohio experiment station. 

Two ounces of molasses fed daily 
te each of the other may pre- 
vent further spread of the trouble. 

In any case, it pays to feed ewes 
well during the lambing period.

Abortion in Hogs 


What can be done to control con- 
tag abortion (Brucella infection) 
_ ne? A number of corn belt 
farmers are asking this question 
cain this spring, following an in- 


crease in abortion losses a year ago. 


So far, no vaccine or other treat- 
ment has been developed which is 
thoroly successful. ‘The best way of 
coping with the disease at present 


is to give the agglutination test to 
all hogs on the place and to sell off 
cr otherwise remove those that re- 
act 

Fortunately, the agglutination test 
is considered quite accurate. Also 
oj] and water do not remain con- 
tuminated very long after the infect- 
ed animals are taken away. 

It seems to be especially impor- 
iant to loeate all reacting boars. Con- 
{agious abortion seems to be spread 
much more readily by the 
male than in the case of cattle. Ac 
cording to Dr. S. H. McNutt, of Iowa 
State College, it may persist for 
many months or years when firmly 
established in certain regions of the 
auimal’s body, such as the bones, and 
especially the testicles. 

It is not easy to tell when Brucella 
infection is present. Many animals 
may have it and recover without 
showing recognizable symptoms. Un- 
like a cow, the sow may contract the 
in her uterus whether or not 
sie is carrying young. Also the abor- 
(ion organism may merely reduce 
the number of eggs that develop into 
nig embryos, instead of causing pre- 
mature birth of all pigs later on. In 
too, only a part of the 
figs will be dead at farrowing. 
are apt to be more se- 
verely affected than the very young. 
In aged boars, for example, the dis- 
ease may appear in an acute form 
death.

Training Colts to Lead 

To teach a colt to lead, says Dr. 
John Bryant, of Cedar county, lowa,

What Will Better 
Grass Cost? 


With Spring at Hand, Farmers Are Once More 


Debating Wisdom of Pasture Improvement 


ii dewey has been lots of talk these 
last few years about the need for 
better pastures. But the situation 
still reminds one of Mark Twain’s 
comment on the weather. Too much 
conversation and not enough action. 

One reason more has not been ac- 
complished on grass land is the fact 
that many people feel it is too ex- 
pensive and takes too much time. 

It is true that one can lay out 
very elaborate and costly program 
On the other hand, you can make a 
start, even on sour land, with a mod- 
est cash outlay. 


In the southern two tiers of 
lowa, for example, a lot can be 
done for thin, sour land simply 
by seeding in Korean lespedeza. 
This hardy little legume will get 
along where its bigger brothers, 
alfalfa and sweet clover, would 
be sure to fail. 


jeing a legume, lespedeza can add 
nitrogen to the soil thru the bacte 
rial nodules on its roots. It can't do 
anything to correct aciditv in the 
soil, but it will give the farmer more 
forage, and this in turn may one dav 
enable him to lime the ground for 
other more productive crops. 

If you are north of the bottom two 
tiers of Iowa counties, a mixture of 
timothy, Canada blue grass, red-tonp 
and alsike is good. Also spread on 
as much manure as can be spared 
from other fields 

The man with money, of course, 
can do many things to increase the 
grazing capacity of his farm. His 
first move would probably be to 
spread whatever amount of lime- 
stone is needed to correct soil acid- 
itv. The idea here is to make it pos- 
sible to grow alfalfa and sweet clo- 
ver, two of our heaviest producers 
ef forage. Along with limestone, such 
a farmer would also put on commer- 
cial fertilizer, so as to raise the fer- 
tility levei of the soil. 


Phosphate, in particular, is 
needed on lowa soils. Most pas- 
ture land could stand from 200 to 
250 pounds per acre, drilled in. 
Altogether, it is possible to spend 
as much as $10 to $12 per acre 
under a thorogoing pasture im- 
provement program. 

What about the return from the 
expenditures on pasture’ improve 
ment? This is the question that many 
hard-headed farmers keep thinking 
about. In other words, does it pay to 
fix up a pasture? 

A part of the answer is revealed 
by a report on pasture trials at the 
lowa experiment station. Over a 
five-year period, liming and reseed- 
ing with-clovers brought about a 38 


per cent increase in the amo 
grazing. When phosphate fe 
also was added, the grazing 
was 80 per cent. 

The last word on this subje 
not been said, however, and the 
station is going ahead with t 
trials on some of the farm lar 
der its supervision in Davis, M 
and Decatur counties. There 
example, the question as to w! 
the increased grazing capacity 
to be utilized by home-raise 
animals, purchased _ feeder 
dairy stock or sheep? 

How to utilize grass most 
gently is a problem bothering 
of people. Some say Iowa 
worth too much for home rais 
beef cattle. On the other hand 
shipped-in feeders there is the 
lem of buying and selling ba 
prices that will yield a profit 
than a loss. 

In general, it seems advisa 
use common cattle for grazing 
rlan to turn them back to the 1 
it. the spring. Prices of such 
usually are higher then thar 
On the other hand, the best 
of cattle are stronger toward t 
of the vear, and that fs the k 
graze for late summer and fall 


Some work in pasture improve- 
ment comes to nothing because 
the farmer doesn’t give the grass 
a chance. Either he isn’t willing 
or isn’t able to keep the livestock 
out until May 15, or long enough 
to permit the pasture growth to 
get a head start. 


This brings up the question of tem 
perary pasture both in the 
spring and at mid-summer 
livestock men just don’t like to foo!

THERE is just as much artistry in- 


volved in the making of good 
hememade soap as there is in mak- 
ing a light, fluffy angel food cake. 


But it’s just as necessary to follow 
the recipe in making the soap as it 
is with the cake. 

Grandmother made her soap with- 
out a recipe; sometimes the results 
were just fine, and again they were 
not so good. 

Here’s a good basic recipe, easy to 
follow, that will turn waste grease 


into a mild, all-purpose soap, just as 
easily as baking a cake: 
One 13 ounce can of best grade, 


high-test lye (for best results be sure 
a top-quality lye on which you 
know you can rely); 2% pints of 
cold water; six pounds of clean fat 
(tallow or lard or a combination of 
the two—six pounds of fat is about 
6% pints or 13% standard measur- 
ing cups of liquid fat). 


to use 


Never Use Aluminum 


Dissolve lye in water (never use 
an aluminum container); stir until 
dissolved and let cool to correct tem- 
perature (see temperature chart be- 
low); melt fat to clear liquid and let 
cool gradually to correct temperature 
(see chart), or until the fat offers 
resistance to the spoon; stir from 
time to time to prevent the crystals 
of fat from re-forming. 

Pour the lye solution into the fat 
in a thin, steady stream with slow, 
even stirring (rapid addition of the 
lye solution or hard stirring is likely 
to cause a separation). A honey-like 
texture is formed which in about ten 
or twenty minutes becomes thick, 
with all the lye incorporated into the 
fat. 

Pour this mixture into a 
box that has been soaked in 
and lined with clean cotton cloth 
dipped in water and wrung nearly 
dry. Place in a protecting pan; cover 
with a koard or cardboard, then with 
a rug or blanket, to retain the heat 
while it is texturing out. Let it re- 
main undisturbed for twenty-four 
hours, when it can be cut and lifted 
from the mold. 

To remove the soap from the mold, 
lift it by the ends of the overhanging 
cotton lining. Cut soap into bars by 
using a fine wire. Place soap so air 
can reach it, but avoid drafts and 
cold. Soap protected from drafts 
and cold lathers better. In ten to 
fourteen days, it is ready for use. 
Aging improves soap. (Do not let 
the soap freeze during the first two 
weeks.)

Loil in large quantity of water; then 
skim off the top layer of grease and 
combine it with lye, following direc- 
tions given above. 

In hot weather or in a hot room, 
if the soap mixture remains greasy, 
set in a pan of cold water and con- 
tinue stirring until thick, when it is 
ready to pour. (Avoid hardening of 
the mixture on the sides and bottom 
of the pan.) 

If a floating type of soap is de 
sired, when soap mixture is thick 
enough, fold air into it as egg white 
is folded into a cake mixture. 





Seasonings Add Spice 


U SING seasoning material is an 
art that good cooks acquire from 
practice, but much can be done to 
keep the daily fare from growing 
monotonous by the use of even a 
very few spices and home-dried 
herbs. 

A bay leaf or a sprig or two of 
dried thyme is sufficient to season 
the gravy for a pot roast, a stew or 
a creamed meat or fish dish. How- 
ever, the bay leaf should always be 
removed from the food before serv- 
ing. Sage is a well known seasoning 
for beef, salt pork or cheese, and for 
meat and poultry stuffings, but it 
should be used in small quantities. 

The flavor of cloves also goes well 
with smoked meats, such as ham or 
shoulder. Whole cloves and stick 
cinnamon, like bay leaf, should be 
removed before serving. For variety, 
powdered or root ginger may be used 
in boiling or pot roasting meat and 
in seasoning cooked tongue. A very 
small quantity of nutmeg or mace is 
a pleasing addition occasionally to 
scalloped fish or oysters. 

Curry powder, used sparingly, is 
good with almost any meat or fish 
dish, and with eggs, especially when 


these protein foods are combined 
with rice or other cereal. Mustard 
adds flavor to cheese dishes, ham, 


fresh pork, beef and mutton, also to 
salad dressings. 

Some seasonings will add variety 
to vegetables or to soup. Cloves or 
bay leaves go well with tomato soup. 
Nutmeg or mace is often used in 
spinach, carrots or pickled beets. 
Mashed sweet potatoes seasoned with 
nutmeg are a favorite 
parts of the country.

Modernizing a Henhouse 
An old 20x40-foot shed-roof laying- 
house at the poultry plant of the 
Ohio experiment station was modern 
ized recently in a way that can be 
directly applied to many other laying 


houses. 


The old, leaky, roll roofing was 
covered with standing seam galvan 


ized metal roofing, and the walls and 
ceiling were lined with galvanized 
three-V crimp rooting to retain wall 


and roof insulation (straw or shav- 
ings). 
In order to realize more benetit 


from the insulation, the window space 


was reduced to one square foot for 
each 25 square feet of floor space 
Three six-light sashes with 10x12- 


to serve eac! 


inch glass were put in 
20x20-foot pen. The were 
equally spaced in front and the bot 
toms placed about four feet above 
the floor. The sashes were hinged 
at the bottom to tilt inward, for veu- 
tilation. 

For cross-ventilation during warm 
weather, each pen was provided with 
two horizontal openings eight to teu 


sashes 


inches wide and three to four fee 
long, located next to the rear roof 
plate or ceiling. These openings 


were spaced about four feet apart, 3> 
that would be one to each ten 
lineal feet of laying house. The open 
ings were equipped with close fitting 
doors, to be kept closed during cold 
weather. The doors were hinged at 
the bottom to lie flat against the 
cutside of the rear wall when open 
Rear windows that had previously 
been under the dropping boards were 
eliminated. 

The underside of the rafters over 
the old dropping boards was already 
ceiled with matched lumber, and all 
that was needed to insulate this part 
ol the roof was to pack the spaces 
between the rafters with straw. The 
ceiling was extended to the front 
about seven feet above the floor by 
means of 2x4-foot supports attached 
to each rafter and to the front wall 
After the three-V crimp galvanized 
roofing was applied crosswise to the

In planning a new building, it

ure considerably before deciding the 
best way to use materials. For in- 
tance, wall length is the same for 
a room twenty feet square and one 
eighteen by thirty-eight, yet the 
quare room will increase hen ¢a- 
pacity about 10 per cent. Of course, 
one would not use a shed roof for a 
square building of this size, but it 
orks out excellently for a gable 
roofed straw loft house. 


Some mistakes in building hen- 
houses are visible from the high- 
ways to all chicken-minded peo- 
ple. One house built of new ma- 
terial had windows placed so 
high that winter sunlight struck 
the rafters far above the hens’ 
backs. 


This is no exaggeration, for the 
building was about twelve feet high 
and the windows were installed only 

little way below the highest point 
of the shed roof. Extra head room 
in poultry buildings serves little pur 
pose except for human convenience 
This building could well have been 
remodeled into a good straw loft 
with lighting directed so that winter 

inshine would trike the floc 
where hens live 

Straw loft buildings have given 
good sSatistaction over a period of 

me long enough to prove thei 
adaptation to farm poultry keeping. 
We find the once popular semi-moni 
tor henhouse being remodeled ot 


at least eliciting plenty of fault- 


finding 
Whatever plan of building is adopt- 


ed, precaution should be taken to 
exclude English sparrows as well as 
rats. They are not only heavy grain 
eaters, but harbor mites. When they 
can get into a straw loft, they are 
apt to pre-empt the whole space and 


sleep as well as eat at the farmer’s 
expense.
